SIX SEARCHING QUESTIONS 


1. WHAT A BE WE? 
We are beings endowed with a moral conscience, therefore re­ 
sponsible for our conduct. Animals Mbve no moral conscience, hence 
are not responsible for their conduct.

Jesus became the author of 
eternal salvation unto all them that obey. (Heb. *5:8-9)

ments are not grievous.” (I John 5:3) The Bible ends with a bless­ 
ing pronounced on the obedient: “ Blessed are they that do his com­ 
mandments, that they may have right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the city.” (Rev. 22:14) 


5. WHAT IS OUR DANGER? 
There are two great dangers confronting all. On* of these is 
that we will neglect the great salvation. (Heb. 2:1-4. Please read.) 
How shall we escape if we neglect? There is no escape. However, 
“ the Lord is not slack concerning his promises, as some men count 
slackness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that any 
should .perish, but that all should come to repentance.” (II Pet. 3:9) 
We are in danger of losing our souls. The devil would have us 
to believe that we are in no great danger, but such is a lie. Jesus 
raised this warning: “ For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; 

For what 
is a man profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul? Or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?” (Matt. 
16:25-26) Jesu s would not talk about losing our soul if we were 
not in very great danger of doing that very thing.

One is heaven and the other 
is hell. May we hear, believe, and obey the truth, and thus be made 
free from our old sins. May we keep right on hearing, believing, 
and obeying.

May heaven be the happy 
lot of -each one o f us in the sweet afterwhile.
